Can anyone doubt that the presence cf a steady stream 
of tourists moving constantly across Mexico and Central Ameri­ 
ca in their own automobiles would have a profound effect on 
the people of those lands? 
Or, for that matter, that it would 
have a profound effect en the tourists themselves? 
- Each group would begin to get acquainted with the other. 
There would be an interchange of ideas, profitable to both 
sides. 
Peaceful penetration would take the place of penetra­ 
tion by concession-hunters and marines. 
There are boundless possibilities in this projected high­ 
way. 
It should be pushed to completion as fast as the funds 
can be found.

A $2,OOO,COO PRISON— 


The newspapers have had a good deal to say recently 
about the “luxurious” new $2,OOO,COO prison for women whicn 
was opened in New York Ci’.y the other day. 
Since, in that ad­ 
jective, there is an implication that the prisoners are to be cod­ 
dled, it is worth while to see just what sore of accommodations 
the new prison actually provides. 
It has a nice chapel in which Catholic, Jewish and Pro­ 
testant religious services can be held. 
It has a fully equipped 
hospital, with a psychiatrist on the staff. 
It has a modern, elec­ 
trically-equipped laundry. 
Its cells are provided wi.h hot and 
cold running water and mirrors, the cots have mattresses, and 
there are shower baths which the inmates may use as often as 
they like. 
Tliis is luxurious by contrast with some prisons, of course, 
But, ofter all. it provides nothing more than simple decency in 
the way of living conditions. 
We ought to realize that this is 
just about the level which all prisons, for men and women alike, 
ought to reach. 


THE AUTO TAX— 


The 3 per cent tax on automobiles, voted by the House 
of Representatives the other day, probably will cause loud wails 
of anguish among the auto manufacturers, but it is at least an 
immeasurable improvement on the defeated general sales tax.
